plrates boarded the vessel. , 
The pirates left the vessel at 

about 1.40 om. yesterday in 1 
motor boat, a junk and = then 
native craft. 

After the pirates left. the vessel, 
the Kwel Wah returned to Canton 
where a report was made ta the 
Chinese authorities.

CHINESE 
PETITION 


The movement for govern- 
ment reform in Hong Kong is 
carried a step further by the 
petition from 142 Chinese 
‘commercial and labour or- 
vanisations, to be handed to 
the Governor tomorrow. 

This “unified front” comes 
out in direct opposition to the 
Lo plan to drop the Municipal 
Council idea, and puts for- 
ward its own ideas for re- 
modelling the Legislative 
Council. 

The latter proposals seem 
certain to be regarded as re- 
volutionary by the Colonial 
Office, as they would, if 
adopted as framed, imply 
eventual control of the Hong 
Kong government by non- 
British citizens. This parti- 
cular difficulty has always 
been recognised by thinking 
‘people. Certainly, aliens 
may be in the vast major- 
ity—and must, “in our 
opinion, be given adequate 
representation—but it is un- 
-derstandable that Britain is 


Junwilling to take any step 


which would prejudice her 
rule in the Colony. : 
Unofficial _electecs, the 
Chinese petition says, should 
be in a*majority of at least 
two over the officials, and 
there should be no nominees, 
to prevent the people's re- 
presentatives from being 
swamped; -In an_ ordinary 
country this would be a fair 
plea, but in our, case London 
is likely to reply that . this 
would entail British policy 
being swamped. (The -in- 
digenous reaction to that ts 
that under the Lo plan, for 
instance, there is a balance 
of power which, with the 
Governor's power of veto, 
emphatically favours the 
officials and nominees. This, 
they claim, means that elect- 
ed members would have no 
real say whatsoever, and the 
status quo would be -main- 
tained. This, there can be 
little doubt, is what the in- 
tention is. . 


_ An important aspect of the- 


scheme being presented to- 
morrow is that six of the 11 
unofficlals would be Chinese, 
who “need not necessarily 
be British’ subjects.” This is 
hardly likely to be accept- 
able to London, .but a case 
can be’ made out for it. 
Many people are blinded by 
the term “British subjects,” 
unconsciously taking it as 
guaranteeing the . complete 
loyalty of those persons. 
This is: an obvious fallacy.
